GARDEN PEAR 

While we nrc all familiar \vl h tu* 
Davor of the garden pea and particui 
ar.y with those peas taken fresh out 
of the garden at t'hc door, some of us 
may not be as familiar as w e should 
be with the latest information in re 
gnrd to this delicious vegetable. Like 
its first oouFin the Sweet Pc a It 
should be sown early, and late fro*! 
and snow wi’l not hurt ft Commerr 
lal growers for the canning factories 
realise this point knowing that in 
yaars when they can get their pen 
crop in before the last snowfall the ■ 
yields will be about twice the size o' 
those In a season when planting if 
not finished much before the warm 
weather. Peas make their growth in 
the cool mor.t wea; her of Sprin^ and 
early Summer. On account of the 
necessity of this early start, which 1 
Applies to both smooth and wrlnk’cd 
sorts, It Is well to depend on different 
maturing varieteis rather than sue - 
cesaictaal plan ing. That is, get an 
early, a medium and a late sort and 
plant them aU early if you want max 
imum results, though the season can 
be lengthened a UtPe by planting a 
few rows a couple of weeks after the 
first are sown. In a favorab’e yea- 
these will come on and give a fair 
yield, though they will not do nearly 
as well as the first planted and 
there Is some danger of them not 
bearing at all If the summer is warm 
Peas require rich soil, well cultivated 
both before and after planting. Sew

Ion to progress until the appendix 
ruptures, very of.en means tJhe death 
of a child despite all efforts made 
later to save him. 

When appendicitis occurs, there 
s pain and usually nausea and vomit 
ing. Older children describe the pain 
as cramp-like, and generally they 
feel it in the centre of the abdomen. 
Younger children cry as if in pain 
and they seem not to feel the discom 
fort in any particular spot or part of 
the abdomen. 

Unfortunately many parents and 
ohers who are responsible for the

one right and proper way to treat a 
oain in the stomach, and that is by 
givin^ a dose of castor oil or some 
'.her purgative. When a part is in¬ 
flamed, nature puts tthat part at 
rest. A pain in the abdomen should 
not be treated with purgatives. 

To the parent it may seem that we 
are exaggera’ihg the possible dan* 
gers of pain in the abdomen.

Uis. However, unless abdominal pa ! n 
is always regarded as being serious 
cases of appendicitis will g«o un.reat

may be traced to procras ination and 
Jhe use of purgatives in the presence 
of abdominal pnin.
